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■ Conditions affecting operation 

The smart access system with push-button start, wireless remote control and 

engine immobilizer system may not operate normally in the following situations. 
(Ways of coping: ^P. 594) 

• Near a TV tower, electric power plant, gas station, radio station, airport or other 
facility that generates strong radio waves or noise 

• When carrying a portable radio, cellular phone, cordless phone or other wire¬ 
less communication devices

■ Battery-saving function

vehicle for 10 minutes or more

■ Electronic key battery depletion 

• The standard battery life is 1 to 2 years. (The card key battery life is about a year 
and a half) 

• The battery becomes depleted even if the electronic key is not used because 
the key always transmits radio waves. If the smart access system with push-but¬ 
ton start or the wireless remote control does not operate, or the detection area 
becomes smaller, the battery may be depleted. Replace the battery when nec¬

• To avoid serious deterioration, do not leave the electronic key within 3 ft.(1 m) of 
the following electrical appliances. 

• TVs 

• Personal computers 

• Recharging cellular phones or cordless phones 

• Table lamps 
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To operate the system properly 

Make sure to carry the electronic key when operating the system. Do not get the 
electronic key too close to the vehicle when operating the system from the outside 
of the vehicle. 

Depending on the position and holding condition of the electronic key, the key may 
not be detected correctly and the system may not operate properly. (The alarm may 
go off accidentally, or the door lock prevention may not function.) 

Note for the entry function 

• Even when the electronic key is within the effective range (detection areas), the 
system may not operate properly in the following cases. 

• The electronic key is too close to the window or outside door handle, near the 
ground, or in a high place when the doors are locked or unlocked.

The trunk lid will not operate when excessive load is present on the top of the trunk 
lid.

While the trunk lid is opening automatically, applying excessive force to it will stop 
the opening operation to prevent the trunk lid from rapidly falling down.

Never leave children unattended in the vehicle as they may lock themselves in the 
vehicle or trunk, which could cause the child to overheat or suffocate, resulting in 
death or serious injury. 

■ When the trunk lid is not completely closed 

The trunk closer operates to automatically close the trunk lid. Be careful not to 
catch a finger or anything else in the trunk lid. 
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A CAUTION 

■ Jam protection function (vehicles with a power trunk opener and closer only) 

• Never try using any part of your body to activate the jam protection function 
intentionally. 

• The jam protection function may not work if something gets caught just before 
the trunk lid fully closes. 

■ When opening the trunk lid (vehicles with a power trunk opener and closer only) 

Remove any heavy loads, such as snow, on the trunk lid before opening it. 

Failure to do so may cause the trunk lid to fall down due to the load after it opens.
